During the operation -of- the 
Young Plan, the Bank will receive 
and distribute the German repara- 
tions, and agaist in the commercial- 
sation and mobilisation of certain 
German annuities. °

five hundred million Swiss franca, 
of which only twenty-five per cent. 
will be called up. Shares will not 
carry voting rights, which are vest- 
ed in the central banks or their 
nominee,
